The prospects for speedy set- 
tlement of the Actors Equity-League 
of NY Theatres dispute which shut 
down all Broadway playhouses seem 
dim, Contract talks came toa halt 
early in the week with each side in- 
sisting its latest offer on pensions 
and wages was final, A suggested 
sharing of pension plans by theatre 
owners and theatre producers sub- 
mitted to John Shubert was at first 
accepted by producers,then with - 
drawn, NY Mayor Wagner has been 
reluctant to set up a Fact Finding 
Board", which Equity has accepted 
and the League rejected, while the 
former plans to set up formation of 
private group to investigate fully the 
overall economics of the theatre.The 
League announced "indefinite post - 
ponement" of 42 fall shows, Cast 
members of closed Broadway shows 
continue to draw $10 per performame 
($80 week) from Equity "Lockout Head- 
quarters" at Hotel Edison, W 47, A 
summary of events of past week, day 
by day, appears in "Late News" sec- 
tion on Page 2,

pute was Finian's Rainbow revival, Co- 
producers announced that City Center 
production was forced to close what- 
ever the outcome of the dispute, It 
ran 12 performances at the 46th St... 
Duel of Angels which had originally 
posted a closing notice, and then had 
extended its run two weeks, and The 
Andersonville Trial which had started 
selling half-price tickets at the box- 
office also definitely closed... A Maj- 
ority of One was slated to close Jun

Jul ll-Aug 15, Destry Rides Again had 
tentative plans to play a month at Las

Coleman, Mirror, visited opening of Westbury Music Fair 
with Red Buttons starring in summer package revival of 
John Patrick hit, Critic rated it a fine production with But- 
tons delightful, establishing complete rapport with the cus- 
tomers and having them cheering for him all the way. Gene 
Blakely, Mitsuko Morigal also were applauded in arena pro- 
duction staged by Billy Matthews, 


The Seagull- Hamilton, Bermuda 6/4, Aston, World 
Telegram & Sun, praised Bermuda Theatre Guild's pro - 
duction of Chekhov play, in new translation by Alex Szogyi, 
staged by Ellis Rabb with Richard Easton, Olive Dunbar, and 
Dee Victor, The acting is thoroughly professional and the

DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC EDITORIALS 


Herald Tribune: The theatre will not be helped by pro- 
longed combat, keep that up and the chances are that actors, 
entrepreneurs and community will all lose, Obviously there 
has to be yielding on points of dispute. And if Equity and the 
League can't muster up between them enough common sense, 
it's up to Mayor Wagner to exert some new forms of public 
pressure. The welfare of NY demands settlement. We feel 
confident that the Mayor as an old hand at these things can do 
do what is necessary, 


News: Throughout their latest wrangle producers and 
actors alike would be well-advised to take constantly into 
account the very real danger of pricing themselves out of 
what market they have left. 


Mirror: A theatre pension plan would be difficult to 
work out and will be of no service to the large number of 
Equity members who do not get parts. NY needs new thea- 
tres, better built and better equipped. Unless the building 
and fire laws are rationalized, NY will not get new and mod- 
ern theatre buildings, ..In t he long runthe public taste and 
the ability of the public to satisfy its taste at a price which 
it can afford will determine whether the theatre remains 
alive, 


Post: There is nothing complicated about the proposal 
for the creation of a fact-finding board to explore the issues, 
to sift the charges and countercharges and perhaps even come 


up with some affirmative proposals, The producers have grav- 


ely damaged their position by rejecting that proposal,A con- 
scientious, dispassionate analysis of the theatre's economics 
is in order, it could pave the way for agonizing self-appraisal 
by both labor and management, 


Journal American: Mayor Wagner's proposal for a fact 
finding board of three prominent citizens to be named by him 
to represent the theatre, the actors, the public is the best sug- 
gestion yet put forward to bringing the strike to a quick term- 
ination, 


World Telegram & Sun: The most practical suggestion 
so far was that the city relinquish its 5% tax on admissions, 
with the money to be used to mieet new contract commitments, 
It is a way to avoid increasing the price of tickets further 
along the road to diminishing returns,

DISPUTE 


19 Broadway shows will re-open Mon-June 13 following 
agreement late Thur by both League of NY Theatres and the 
Council of Actors Equity of a new four year contract granting 
wage increases, the start of a pension plan paid for by both 
producers and theatre owners,and increases in rehearsal pay 
and living expenses out of town, Membership of Actors Equity 
moved in secret ballot 773 to 54 in favor of package plan which 
Council approved. Compromises were worked out in private 
talks by Labor Commissioner Harold Felix aided by Moss Hart, 
Dore Schary and Ralph Bellamy. Agreement gives actors a min- 
imum of $lll the first year, $112, 50 the second, $115 the third, 
and $117.50 the fourth;rehearsal pay of $82, 50 the first going 
to $77.50 the fourth,Pensions will be shared by producers and 
theatre owners and will be 1% of show's payroll the first year, 
2% the second and third year,and 3% for the final 3 years of 
a six year pension plan. Both Equity and League agree d_ to 
fight for return of the5% city amusement tax, the funds to be 
used for a joint pension plan for all theatre unions, Minor items 
in the dispute will be settled by a 3 man arbitration board, also 
assigned to study and report on the whole economic structure of 
the commercial theatre, Producers tried to open their plays on 
Sat night but the Musicians Union demanded a full week's pay 
for the two performances, They also stated that they did not 
yet know if the plan would result in ticket price increases, 


SETTLED 


HI-LITES OF PRE-SETTLEMENT WEEK: Formal bar- 
gaining sessions came to a halt Mon after a hectic 20 minute 
session which ended in a near fist fight and the walkout of the 
producers . Actors Equity president Ralph Bellamy was served 
with a $2.5 million damage suit by League of NY Theatres char- 
aging breach of contract...42 Broadway productions for next 
season were "'indefinetely suspended" by the producers on Tues 
-+-Reports of telephone discussions between the two sides but 
no actual meetings was made Wed... Equity announced on Wed 
that since the producers had turned down Mayor Wagner's fact 
finding board plan they would set up their own "board of distin- 
guished and qualified private citizens to investigate fully the 
overall economics of the theatre,"' NY Criminal Court Assn 
also announced public hearings on the theatre dispute. Busi - 
nessmen affected in the Times Square area held a special ses- 
sion Thur at Hotel Astor to try to find solutions..., Jun 19 ben- 
efit show "Actors Equity Stars of 1960"' announced to be pro- 
duced by Jackie Gleason with tickets selling from $5 to $100, 
featuring casts and stars of all current shows,

Twelfth Night-Stratford, Conn, 6/8. 3 pro- News, Mir- 
ror, Journal American- and 3 con-Times,Herald Tribune, Post 
-filed on first production of sixth season of American Shakes- 
peare Festival starring Katharine Hepburn with Margaret Phil- 
lips, Donald Davis, Richard Waring, Loring Smith, staged by 
Jack Landau. Affirmative ranged from one rave notice to two 
mild votes, while negative viewers generally found it a pretty 
production lacking excitement, Pro side headed by McClain, 
Journal American, who enjoyed vigorous and imaginative pro- 
duction with its uniformly excellent cast,a collector's item 
for any serious student of theatre, Chapman, News, thought 
many stretches dull and lagging, but when it was fine it was 
funny$he labeled Rouben Ter-Arutnian's sets visually magni- 
ficent. Coleman, Mirror, billed it as an interesting though un- 
even revival suffering from diverse acting styles in the com- 
pany. Con side headed by Atkinson, Times, wished that the per- 
formance was as gay as the costumes and scenery, Hepburn's 
performance he found deliberately contrived and the entire 
performance generally lackluster with exceptions of Waring 
and Davis. Kerr, Herald Tribune, agreed it was charming to 
look at, but only in Phillips is there a promise of genuine per- 
sonality, Herridge, Post, feared that Shakespeare's freshest 
and most pungent lines are almost smothered by the deliber- 
ate enunciation and except for Sada Thompson, William Hick- 
ey, and Davis not much fun,

DISPUTE COMMENTS.,..3 columnists backed the actors , 


2 business editors attacked feather-bedding theatre 

craft unions, and several interesting suggestions were 
filed during the week, Winchell, Mirror, stated he will 
fight on the side of Equity because no matter what the 
actors want in their new contract it isn't enough, Sull- 
ivan, News, commented that he believes the League is 
completely wrong in the stand they have taken; to tell 
any of these kids to quit if he or she can't win stardom 
or featured billing within three years is an uncalled for 
slap in che fall to all of them, it dishonors the producers, 
not the kids, Lerner, Post, notes his sympathy and hope 
are with the actors because they have to sell little pieces 
of themselves every performance and the price might as 
well be right...Rogers, Herald Tribune business editor, 
listed as an economic reason why the theatre is ailing 
the fact that too many people and too many organizations 
working beneath and behind the top actors are getting a 
free ride, Fertig, World Telegram & Sun business edit - 
or, charged that under the law labor unions now have a 
monoply power which cannot successfully be resisted by 
any industry, featherbedding is a major contributing item 
of high prices in the theatre,,.Kempton, Post, finds it 
hard to believe that Congress would have consciously de- 
pleted the treasury of the US by repealing the 10c tax on 
the first $1 of admission tax to give the money to David 
Merrick; but this is precisely what happened, In the face 
of such a history, Mayor Wagner had some reason to sug- 
gest that the facts be searched by an impartial source , 
Post labor columnist concluded... Little, Herald Tribune, 
expresses hope that the dispute may force some statistic- 
al conformity into the Broadway theatre and that by its 
settlement a stronger union of actors and a stronger and 
more unified league of producers will emerge... Gard - 
ner, Herald Tribune, proposes the producers give the 
actors union a few shares in each production with any 
profit due from them going into pension funds,,. Sobol, 
Journal American, passes on friend's thought that the 
stars should give a percentage of their large salaries 

to support such a fund,,.Sullivan, News, thinks dues 

of the actors should be switched from $24 per year for 
all to 1% or 2% of their annual wages....Rabbi Dr. Wm. 
Rosenblum, Temple Israel, NYC, suggested that a panel 
of distinguished clergymen serve as arbitrators,

PROS & CONS BY TMK 

Grand Kabuki is a fascinating introduction to this fabled 
theatrical art, Confronted with an entirely new order of thea- 
trical values the western theatre-goer takes a bit of time to 
get acclimated and then can only begin to comprehend the depth 
of characterization revealed by the prescribed, stylized move- 
ments, the magnificent array of colors assembled in the hand- 
some costumes and sets, the variety of unusual music heard 
from what at first seem monotone instruments, It would take 
many visits to fully appreciate and understand the full scope 
of the graceful dignity the skilled company devote to the sim- 
ple tales, but a first visit is a start and a must for every per- 
son who considers himself "stage-struck". 


* * 

The wireless transistor sets provided a helpful running 
commentary on the Grand Kabuki and promise many enjoyable 
evenings of foreign theatre presentations at both the City Center 
and at any other theatre wise enough to adopt this system. Spec- 
ial praise must be filed for Donald Richie's brilliant translation 
and narration given in the exact mood and speed of each action, 
a perfect line by line commentary that fit what the viewer saw 
so accurately that the illusion was almost that the players were 
presenting their work in English, Future translators of forth- 
coming foreign presentations must realize that this is an art 
in itself and is not a task to take lightly.

From the always suffering theatre-goer's vantage point 
the current fracas is a combined action--call it strike, lockout 
or what-have-you- against him by both producers and actors . 

It is quite obvious that "facts" in this particular industry are 
harder to come by than good plays, and neither a city sanctified 
"fact finding" board or an Equity appointed group of private cit- 
izens to "investigate fully the overall economics of the theatre" 
will discover a single item that both the producers and actors 
will fully agree on. Everybody connected with the theatre "in- 
dustry" is basically a gambler, whether he admits it or not. 
An individual producer with years of experience can not cor - 
rectly predict if a script or production will be a hit or flop, 

and no one connected with it- from actor to stagehand- can ex- 
pect security in the next show or in the next year, There are 
many intangibles, few of them possible to express in money 
terms, why theatre people become involved with the other side 
of the footlights. Producers and actors share more in common 
than they might readily admit, But basically they share a de- 
sire to be involved in theatre, and this has become impossible 
as long as the two groups of representatives refuse to meet, 
much less bargain. Of the multitude of ideas expressed in 
print during the last two weeks, the one that might appeal 

to the gambling instinct of both sides is the suggestion that 

that a few shares of the production go to Equity, If a particular 
show turns into a hit, the royalty money earned goes into a pen- 
sion fund, This thought might be expanded to provide wage hikes 
if the show becomes a hit, Arguing how much pension and salary 
adjustments should be made in a 3 performance flop is academic,

1000 new college and community theatres will be con- 
structed during the next decade predict construction experts.
